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Caution Urged in Use of Antibiotics 





“Squeeze” Charge 
Made by CEA on 
1949 Egg Future 


WASHINGTON— Charges of specu- 
lative excesses on the Chicago Mer- 
cantile Exchange were made this 
week by the Commodity Exchange 
Authority which has completed its 
investigation of the October, 1949 
trading in egg futures in that market 

The charges revealed that a smal! 
number of speculative accounts on 
the long side in October, 1949, con 
tracts squeezed the short hedging po 
sition despite the fact that egg pro- 
duction in that year was at record 
levels. The short position was unable 
according to CEA, to bring supplies 
into deliverable position in the Chi- 
cago market. 

According to the CEA, analysis of 
the long position in the October con 
tract represented three accounts 
holding approximately 70% of the 
open long position. 

Received Delivery 


The October open long position 
held by three accounts consisted of 
200 carlots, against which they re 
ceived delivery of 170 cars. The bal- 
ance was delivered by the shorts

Allowance on Farm-Stored Wheat 


WASHINGTON— All signs point to 
USDA approval of the 7¢ bu. allow 
ance on farm stored wheat for the 
1949 crop, although the price sup- 
port branch of USDA has already put 
through the Commodity Credit Corp 
board an approval of a policy which 
would eliminate this proposition in 
the about-to-be-issued wheat loan 
bulletin for the new crop 

Crop loan programs for 1950 wil 
be announced by CCC on hogs, soy 
beans, oats, barley, rye, grain 
ghums and wheat as soon as Con 
gress approves the pending amend 
ment to the CCC charter which in 
creases its borrowing authority by 
two billion dollars. 

This legislation has been 
tracked for unexplained reasons dur 
ng the consideration by the Senate 
of controversial matters. The House 
has already approved the charter 
amendment, but the Senate bill dif- 
fers in substantial respects, and if 
the Senate passes the COC charter 
umendment—approval is indicated

FDA officials likewise are hoping 
that the feed industry and the pro 
ducers of the antibiotics will act with 
restraint in promoting these prod 
ucts. At the present time, FDA does 
not classify these products as either 
therapeutic or nutritional. To FDA 
antibiotics are merely another ingre- 
dient. Claims to the contrary are not 
borne out by either the weight or 
quality of evidence now at hand, it 
in said. These government officials see 
the responsibility of the feed industry 


and the producers of antibiotics to 
put their houses in order This house- 
keeping care, it is said, can best be 
achieved consultations soon 
with FDA wherein a course of action 
can be formulated that will avoid the 
inherent pitfalls that face the jour- 
neyman in an unmapped territory 
What these officials want to pre- 
vent, it is explained, is the return 
of the old “medicine man” type of 
promotion time in feed in- 
dustry

cials, Mr. Bopst has issued a state- 
ment advising the feed industry of 
possible dangers ahead and pointing

A different point of 
view is expressed by a feed manufac- 
turer of 25 years’ experience when 
he says, “I surely would hate to try 
to manufacture commercial feeds and 
put them on the market without the 
service of control officials.” Another 
says, “The feed control program is 
the best friend the feed manufac- 
turer ever had.” That there are vary- 
ing viewpoints and a need for fur- 
ther knowledge as to just what feed 
control is justifies my discussing this 
subject 

Everyone likes to talk about his 
own work. Needless to say, I am no 


exception and I welcome the oppor- 
tunity. You in turn, I hope, will be 
interested since I am speaking about 
how our work may help you in your 
business. 
Background of Work 

By way of background and histori- 
cal approach, I speak for a moment 
of some of the aspects of our society 
that serve as the basis of feed con- 
trol. From the standpoint of pro- 
tecting the public from exploitation 
we live in a country of freedom with 
a tradition and experience of law and 
order. All of us take it for granted

Ingredient standardization is basic 
to a sound feed industry. Defining 
feed ingredients, enforcing such 
standards and constantly checking 
quality provides a basis for legiti- 
mate expansion and prevention of 
fraud. There are 277 officially recog- 
nized ingredients defined in the 1950 
yearbook of the Association of Amer- 
ican Feed Control Officials. An addi- 
tional 43 are tentatively listed 

For example, consider the milk by- 
products industry. Before definitions 
were formulated and applied, dried 
skim milk and dried buttermilk were 
sometimes blended and labeled as 
either dried buttermilk or dried skim 
milk, depending upon the financial 
advantage of such manipulation. The 
reputable producer did not and does 
not like such practices.

Control must keep abreast of in- 
dustry and establish a satisfactory 
method of labeling new products. 
When new items appear on the mar- 
ket, they will be merchandised under 
labeling that is acceptable. The added 
service of constantly reviewing labels 
by control officials is also necessary 
to make denfiitions fully effective 
Insuring that official designations are 
correctly applied is equally impor- 
tant as developing ingredient names 

All formula feeds are subject to 
registration. Under the registration 
regulations applying in most states, 
the contro! official serves as a “reg- 
istration officer.” As such, he has the 
authority to approve the registra- 
tion of feeds suitable for indicated 
classes of livestock and to refuse 
registration when a feed contains 
ingredients which are harmful or 
otherwise undesirable 


May Suggest Changes 

In reviewing registrations the con- 
trol official is in a position to con- 
sult with feed mixers and suggest 
possible modification of formulas be- 
fore registrations are accepted. These 
procedures not only curtail the pro- 
duction of non-nutritious feeds but 
also are an advantage to the well- 
intentioned mixer who appreciates 
such advice. The requirement that 
feeds labeled for a specific purpose 
meet such specifications has result- 
ed in more efficient feeds being of- 
fered to the public 

Control officials are constantly 
watchful for misleading and exagger- 
ated claims. Nowhere has this been 
of greater importance than in the 
labeling of vitamin supplements and 
mineral mixtures. As soon as it be- 
came generally recognized that vita- 
mins played an important part in 
nutrition, regulations were estab- 
lished limiting and defining vitamin 
claims. This eliminated certain prod- 
ucts from capitalizing on exaggerated 
warranties, and enabled the legiti- 
mate mixer to compete on the basis 
of actual nutritional merit 

Similarly, when mineral ingredi- 
recognized as 
essential, regulations estab 
lished limiting mineral claims and 
providing for the correct proportions 
of mineral ingredients. Tolerances 
were established where necessary 
These regulations eliminated from 
the market many products which 
were claimed as “cure alls” and oth 
ers for which exaggerated claims 
were made.

The 
tongue and liver, as well as other 
organs, were larger in size in rele 
tion to body weight than in normal 
pigs

proximately 20 micrograms of vita 
min B, per kilogram of ration (about 
9 micrograms per pound or 18 milli- 
grams per ton) for maximum growth

Crude Piber Determination 

An interesting paper on the detor- 
mination of crude fiber in feed mate- 
rials was presented by Dra. A. Wein 
stock and G. H. Benham of the I 
linois Institute of Technology. They 
reported that much better agreement 
was obtained by their 2-hour en- 
rymatic method with the actual con 
tent of indigestible material in feed 
stuffs than by the Wende method 
now used by feed contro! officials

obtain a value of 4% indigestible ma- 
terial in yellow corn as compared

© YOU sometimes wonder if it 
pays to improve your window 


and its display space’? Do | 


you wonder if it pays to put in a 


new window display every 10 days | 
instead of once every two or three |

I have talked with many dealers 
m this subject, and most of them 
say that it does pay very, very well 
to improve a window. One dealer 
was quite emphatic about it. He said 
he figured that he spent $6 a month 
for two years on a better window 
setup and that as a result his busi- 
ness increased approximately $550 a 
month during that period. He could

Distribution Set-up 


To be able to do a good job in na 
tional distribution, we must buy at 
least 100 prints f this purpose.

Therefore, it 
will be necessary for the issociation 
to engage a national distributor, to

Use Recordings to Improve | 


Sales Techniques

T was my privilege to attend a 
state convention and hear a very 


interesting sales training talk in 

which some nove! methods were used 

During the course « talk, this 
speaker brought forth a recorded 
transcript of interviews between cus 
tomers and sales persons which he 
took in certain stores, unbeknown to 
either parties 

These wire recordings 
ally amazing. There 
terviews which were

point stood out clearly. There is gen 
erally a lack of salesmanship in the 
way in which clerks handle custo 
mers and talk to them. And there is 
a serious lack of clear talking, good 
pronunciation and a very n 
lack of knowledge of merchandise 

Remember, these interviews wer 
not faked; they actual. If you 
dared to take wire recordings of ac 
tual interviews between ur clerks

use in sampling and analyzing feeds 
Samples are taken by an instrument 
which penetrates the entire length 
wf a bag. These portions are taken 
from at least 20 bags of a given kind 
of feed. Air-tight sealed containers 
are used by inspectors to deliver sam- 
ples from the field to the laboratory 

Extreme care must be exercised 
throughout all stages of sampling 
and laboratory examination. If, upon 
first examination, a deficiency is in- 
dicated, no report is made until! re- 
checking is accomplished. Last year 
for example, the Kentucky Labora- 
tory made 14,260 determinations in 
the preparation of reports on 3,600 
samples. In addition to the customary 
protein, fat and fiber analysis, assays 
are made in some states for certain 
of the vitamins. Analyses are also 
made for some of the essential min- 
erals and where necessary the amount 
of urea is determined 

Some control laboratories examine 
samples by microscope to ascertain 
f the feed contains the ingredients 
listed. By this method screenings 
weed seeds and other adulterants 
may be detected, and also ingredient 
substitutions are quickly revealed 

Following chemical analysis and 
microscopic examination of each sam- 
ple, a report is sent to the manufac- 
turer, with a copy following to the 
dealer ten days later. When such a 
report is received the manufacturer 
becomes aware of the actua! composi- 
tion of his product. I want to read 
you what a prominent manufacturer 
has to say about a report the Ken- 
tucky Laboratory sent to him recent- 
ly on an official sample. “You would 
be surprised how much good we were 
able to do with this report by taking 
it around and showing it to the vari- 
ous people in the plant, whose duty 
it is to properly grind and blend our 





various feed ingredients. It im- 
pressed them with the importance of 
being very careful to get the feeds 
just right, because it indicated in « 
very drastic way how simple it is 
for contro! officials to catch any 
errors in operations.” 


Reports Required 

Published reports on feed samples 
are required in most states. Dealers 
and salesmen find that this informa 
tion serves as a means of conveying 
to the buyer the quality of their 
products. The focusing of the official 
spotlight on feed products also indi- 
cates to a manufacturer the value 
of his own feed in comparison to 
that of his competitors. By supplying 
such information to the genera) pub- 
lic, feeders are in a position to buy 
more intelligently 

Purchasers, dealers and others may 
take advantage of our laboratory 
service. Frequently, a feeder will sus- 
pect that the feed he has purchased 
is adulterated. If there is slow 
growth or a drop in egg production, 
the feeder often suspects the feed 
Samples of feed may be sent to the 
feed control office where a physical 
examination quickly reveals whether 
the product is adulterated or other- 
wise at variance from the guarantee 
Natural skepticism is largely over- 
come by the unbiased report of the 
control laboratory 

Nowhere is this more important 
as a service to you than in feeds 
suspected of poisoning livestock. Here 
the control officials’ report, if favor 
able, removes suspicion at once. A 
statement from the manufacturer's 
laboratory or even from another pri- 
vate laboratory does not carry the 
same weight. Your association has 
published two bulletins compiling 
statements from control agencies on 
this subject. This is testimony to the 
importance you place upon this serv- 
ice by control officials 

Feed control promotes progress in 
the industry. With legitimate methods 
us a basis of competition, the feed

A good control 
law is no better than the people ad- 
ministering it, plus the cooperation 
received from those directly involved 
The success of our various state con- 


trol programs has, therefore, rested 
in large measure upon the extent 
to which good cooperation has ex- 


isted between industry and the states 
Without that team work neither con- 
trol activities nor the feed industry 
would be on the respected plane 
they are today 

It is the cooperation between these 
two groups that has counted and 
helped to bring your industry and 
control work to their present promi- 
nent positions. Many branches of 
agricultural industry regulated

You would think that the dealer 
would be glad to sidestep such com- 
plaints, but he doesn't. He tells the 
complaining farmer that if there is no 
money in using a balanced feeding 
program, then he wants to know it 
He says he will come out to the cus- 
tomer’s farm as soon as possible to 
find out just how bad the situation 
is because some farmers have been 
telling him differently 


Learn Why 

This of an attitude usually 
takes the wind out of the complain- 
ing farmer's sails, but he very rarely 
tells the dealer not to come to his 
farm for a visit. When the feed deal- 
er does come, he can easily learn why 
it is that the farmer is not making 
money. Usually he is not keeping a

“In fact, I used to lie awake nights 
farmers complained 
like this,” the dealer said, “until I de- 
cided to take the bull by the horns 
and go and find out if each farmer 
was telling the truth.

Feed Grain Utilization 9% Larger 
Than Total for Previous Year 


WASHINGTON—Domestic utiliza- 


tion of feed grains was about 9% 
larger during October-March this 
season than in the comparabie pe 


riod of 1948-49, according to the Bu 
reau of Agricultural Economics 

Exports cgntinued well above pre- 
war, although a little below the 1948 
49 level. During April-September, do- 
mestic consumption of feed grains 
this year probably will be only a lit- 
tle larger than last year, when live 
stock production was expanding rap 
idly and farmers were feeding their 
herds and flocks liberally 

Total domestic utilization of feed 
grains for the 1949-5) season is ex 
pected to be about 5% 
in 1948-49. Total carry-over stocks 
from the 
for the current feeding season are ex 
pected to slightly exceed the record 
stocks of last year 


Stocks Set Record 
A new record was set this year 
for April 1 feed grain stocks. Com 
bined stocks of corn, oats and barley 
in all positions totaled about 68 mil- 
lion tons—4% larger than the pre- 
vious record stocks on that date last 
year and much larger than stocks in 
any previous year. About 22 million 
tons of the three grains were held 
under price support, or nearly ome 
third of the total stocks 
Stocks of feed grains not 
price support om April 1 were about 
one sixth smaller than last year, but

Storage Conditions Eased 


This week USDA acted in connec 
tion with re-sealing operations to as 
sure farmers of storage charges and 
made easier the conditions under 
which they may 
USDA opportunities 

First the department authorized 
farm re-sealing of 1948 crop grains 
barley, oats and corn—for another 
year. Maturities on these loans, which 
would expire April 30, 1950, are ex- 
tended for a full year on oats and 
barley. For corn the extension is 
until July 31, 1951. Approval of PMA 
county committees is necessary be 
fore extension privileges are granted 

The windfall is that on approval of 
a re-seal, farmers will be given the 
1949-50 storage period charge when 
they extend their loans. However 
farmers who decline the privilege 
granted by USDA will be required to 
repay loans plus interest and any 
storage payments received or deliver 
the grain held under the 1948 crop 
re-seal program 

Delivery of the re-sealed 1948 crop 
oats, barley and corn in 1951 will 
earn the storage charges under the 
Uniform Storage Agreement in ef- 
fect for the 1950-51 crop year pro- 
viding that oats and barley are de- 
livered to CCC on or after April 30 
1951, and on corn on or after July 
31, 1951, or on demand from CCC 

Deliveries prior to these dates will 
be prorated as to storage or CCC 
will take damage losses 


Time Extensions 


The government at the same time 
announced an extension of time for 
application of a re-seal of stored 
grains from the 1949 crops of wheat 
corn, oats, barley and grain sor 
ghums, rye and flaxseed 

Under this USDA ruling farmers 
holding these crops may make re-seal 
applications to PMA committees be 
fore final delivery dates 

These delivery dates, as previously 


announced by PMA, varied between 
May 1 and June 30 for delivery of 
1949 crops, corn deliveries to CCC

The net result of the USDA an- 
nouncement is to extend re-seal de- 
cision date by farmers for 30 days 
on the 1949 grains

Favorable Weather Speeds Soybean, 


Corn Planting; Borer Menace Cited 


Near normal 
most of the Corn Belt during the past 
week enabled farmers to progress 
rapidly with seeding of corn and soy 
beans and sped the development of 
feed grain crops already planted 

The Cargill, Inc., crop bulletin 
pointed out that corn planting in 
southern sections of the Corn Belt 
is from two to three weeks behind 
normal but recent favorable weather 
has enabled much catching up. In 
the main growing area, some farm 
ers were planting soybeans ahead of 


corn in an effort to overcome the 
corn borer menace, which is expected 
to be much more serious than last 
year 

In an ll-county survey in Iowa 
Cargill reports, survival of borers 
over the winter was 83%. with an 


average population of 11,000 borers 
an acre now present. Conditions are 
similar in southern Minnesota, and 
many farmers are planning to use 
control measures to fight the borers 

In Illinois, Indiana and Iowa soy 
bean planting made good progress 
with moisture conditions mostly fa 
vorable 

Oats Growth Better 

In the central states, oats re 

sponded to the more favorable weath 


er, Cargill continued. Seeding was 
still in progress last week in New 
York, Michigan, Illinois and the 
Northwest. Because of the cool 


weather until recently, early planted

Reports of a severe crown rust 
epidemic in south central Texas have 
aroused some concern for the com 
mercial oat crop in the north, since 
most varieties grown in that area are 
susceptible to the disease.

The market was dull in the Pacific 
Northwest, with some easing in price 
indicating to the feed trade that a 
general decline might be in the offing 
As a result of this, buying activity 
slowed down considerably 

Millfeed worked up to 


a high of 


$63 for spot delivery then eased off 
later in the week. June was quoted 
at $59 by the close of the week. Corn 


continued to hold its own, ranging 
$65 @65.50, bulk, Seattle 
Some activity in new crop barley 


out of California was reported, with 


prices running about $4, delivered 
Seattle. New crop local barley will 
not be available until early August 


so it is possible that a fair movement 
of California barley may take place 
in the next 30 to 45 days. Oats were 


steady at $57@58, delivered coast 
and demand was not too heavy 

Fish meal was easy, with various 
resellers pressing the market fairly 


hard, and spot shipment was in am 
ple supply at $1.90 a unit of protein 
f.o.b. car, Vancouver. This would put 


it in Seattle for about $1.97. The meat 


scrap market was quite firm, with 
sellers holding at $2.15 a unit and 
supplies scarce 

After a late start, there were in- 


dications that activity in turkey feed- 
ing is finally getting started. Due to 
low prices, most of the larger egg 
producers have retired from the field 
so that anyone left in the business 
will probably stay through the bal- 
ance of the year
